the Crowu, andfeveral Saxon Minifters. The Pri- 
mate of the Kingdom and the Bifhop of Cracow, 
are fhortly expected here, and are to follow his Ma- 
jety to Grodno. Befides the Matters left undeter- 
mined in the laft Diet, Prince- Maurice of Saxony’s 
SucceTion to the Dutchy of Courland, and the de- 
liveriag up of the two Tartarian Princes who fled 
into Poland for Refuge, will be the chief Subjects 
of Deliberation at the enfuing Diet; the laft where- 
of will embarafs the more, feeing the Kingdom of 
Poland has Reafon to fear a new Irruption, if they 
do not comply withthe Tartar Crim’s Demands, 
purfuant to the verbal Declaration made here the 
14th of Joly laft by Murza his firft Eavoy, which 
was as follows:

¢ jefty, as. his Friend and Brother, and for his own 
“ Peace-fake, ro reftore the two Deferters, who 
“ are of Towzarzyfz, who are of the Cham’s own

“ Confpiracy of Safayiery, the Sultan’s Vifier fent 
“< into Perfia, who was alfo of the Cabal of Dzian-

to Trebifonde, where they took Shipping and fied 
to Wallachia, and thence into Poland. I know 
“ not whether fome others have followed them hi- 
“ ther; [heard but of two, anda third who muft 
“ be with the Crown General. 

“© The chief Perfons who were in Confpiracy 
“¢ with the Vifier are 60 in Number, but Dzianti- 
“¢ min-Murza is at the Head of all the FaCtion, who 
** has rebelled: againft the Porte, raifed Wara- 
gainft the Grand Signiot, and formed moreover 
** a Defign to pillage the Cham and the Seraskier, 
“ which was what induc’d the Cham and the Grand 
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“¢ Signior to make an Oath, fhat they would ne- 
* ver pardon them, That they would have all the 
** Race of them exftirpated, and that whether they 
** took Refuge in Poland or Mufcovy, they would 
*¢ demand them to be delivered up in a Brotherly 
** Maaner, if che Compacts with the two Powers 
* beof any Validity. 

“ Men were fent in Purfuit of thofe 60 Deferters, 
“© two whereof retired into this Country; I fup- 
** pole they have been caught and put to Death: 
“Aad incafe-anyothers of them come hither for 
** Shelter, I defirethey miay be apprended, bound 
* and delivered up to Us. 

«© Ofman, the Bafhaw of Bender, fent to demand

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Wye’s Letter, verbatim, Offober 1. 
BY the Holland Mail we are informed from Pe- 


tersburg, that the Czarina ufes all the Methods ° 


ffible to diffwade the K. of Sweden from entring 
into the Hanover Treaty, and to induce him to ac- 
cede to that of Vienna: To which End, Pr. Dol- 
horucki, who is preparing to fet out for Stockholm, 


‘has it in Commiffion to make very advantageous 


Propofals to that Nation, particularly, That her 
Czarian Majefty will pay the Swedes 100,000 Ru- 
bles a-month in Time of Peace, and twice as much 
in Time of War; befides other Advantages, fuch 
as the Ceffion of fuch Countries as are convenient 
for that Crown which formerly belong’d to Sweden. 

But fhould it be true that fuch Offers are detign’d 
to be made, they thew how great their. Apprehen- 
fions are, of the Acceffion to the Treaty of Hano- 
ver becoming the unanimons A& of the States of 
that Nation, . as it is now of all the Provinces of 
Hollanc. 

Mean Time the Emprefs of Ruffia, ’tis faid, has 
received with great Satisfaction the Aafwer of the 
States General, to the Memorial prefented by her 
Minifter, relating to the Pretenfions of the Duke of 
Holftein; which is in Subftance, That their High 
Mightinefles had always a great Regard to the Re- 
commendation of her Imperial Majclty, particular- 
ly, when they areemployed in favour of a Prince,
